ERMANY’S armistice dele- 

gates were received by Mar- 

shal Foch yesterday morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock in a railroad car, 
m which the Commander in Chief 
of the allied forces has his head- 
quarters, according to the Petit 
Journal. 

When the Germans’ creden- 
tials had been opened and veril- 
fied, Mathias Erzberger, leader cf 
the enemy delegation, speaking in 
French, announced that the Ger- 
man Jovernment had been ad- 
vised by President. Wilson that 
Marshal Foch was qualified to 
communicate to them the allies’ 
conditions and had appointed 
them plenipotentiaries to take 
cognizance of the terms and 
eventually sign an armistice. 

Marshal Foch then read the 
terms in a loud voice, dwelling 
upon each word. The Germans 
were prepared by § semi-official 
communications for the stipula- 
tions as a whole, but hearing set 
forth in detail the concrete de- 
mands seemed to bring to ther-. 
for the first time full realization 
of the extent of the German de- 
feat. 


Made Few Obscrvations. 

They made a few observations, 
mérely pointing out material dif- 
ficulties standing Mm the way of 
carrying out some quite second- 
ary clauses. Then Erzberger 
asked for. .a suspension of hostili- 
ties in the interests of humanity. 
This request Marshal Foch flatly 
refused. 

The delegates, having obtained 
permission to send a courier to 
Spa and communicate with that 
place by wireless, withdrew. Mar- 
shal Foch immediately wrote an 
account of the proceedings and 
sent them by an aid to Premier 
Clemenceau, who received them 
at noon.

“Silent” Mike Tierman Dies 


NEW YORK, Nov. $%.—"Silent” 
Mike Tiernan, 51 years: old, famous 
home-run hitter and outfielder of the 
New York Giants in the early 90a, 
went to his death as silent and re- 
served as he accepted the detisions 
e6 umpires which gained for him his 
patronymic on the diamond.

On a date now fixed officially as Oct. 1 the Germans

However, it was not until Nov. 4 that the 
German high command made known the import of the 
order to aviators and asked the allies to cease attacks on 
German towns.

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 
669 HAVE been trying for 24 hours 
| to decide what the significance 
of Tuesday's election was, and 
the best I can make of it is that okey 
is probably to be spelled the old way,” 
Mr. Antwine said. 

“However, the Democrats, notwith- 
standing their expectations and those 
of pretty nearly everyone else were 
completely upset, have mighty little of 
which to complain. They have had 
an opportunity, which the party very 
much needed, to serve the country 
through a great crisis; and they have 
served it admirably. Not everybody 
has been satisfied with the administra- 
tion through the dark days now end- 
ing, but the war has been won, the 
United States has met the expecta- 
tions of civilization, and there cannot 
be any lasting regrets. 

“If I understand the popular humor 
on Tuesday, it had more to do with 
the post-bellum period than it had to 
do with either the past or the present. 
That is, the chief concern of this coun- 
try just now is not whether the war 
will be won or lost, or whether this 
country will do its part. The war has 
been won, and this country has done 
its part. What concerns the country 
most is whether or not some semblance 
to ante-bellum industrial and economic 
conditions is to be retained after the 
war. There is afoot in the country a 
very widespread alarm lest this may 
not be the case. Capital obviously 
feels that concessions made by the 
Democrats during the war may have 
been only a forerunner of what we are 
to expect if the Democratic party re- 
mains in power. It is no secret that 
the Democrats had no intention of re- 
turning the railroads, for instance, to 
private ownership. There 1s also alarm 
with respect to the tariff. Business 
therefore feels that the Republican 
party would better be on guard. The 
Republican party has been the hand- 
maiden of business. 

“I do not, of course, offer this as an 
exmJanation of what happened in Kan- 
sa. Kansas is not interested in the 
railroads, nor is it particularly interest- 
ed in the tariff. I have read that one 
of the effeetive arguments made by the 
Republicans in that State was that the 
Democrats had fixed a price for wheat 
during the war, but had not fixed « 
price for cotton.

A MISSISSIPPI PORT, Nov. 7.—At

TAROIEU TELLS WHAT 
FRANCE LOST IN WAR 


10 Billion Needed to Finance Re- 
storation—Asks Aid of 
) United States. 


; 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—An appeal 


to America to assist France in her 
reconstruction—with men, money, 
materials and ships—was made here 
last night by Andre Tardieu, general 


affairs. 

_ Declaring that the war has reduced 
by one-fifteenth the effective popu- 
lation of the republic, that 350,000 
homes have been destroyed; that ag- 
ricultural commerce and industry in 
the invaded regions virtually have 
been wiped out, that French ship- 
ping and foreign trade having been 
reduced almost to non-existence, 
Tardieu said that approximately 50,- 
000,000,000 francs ($10,000,000,000) 
will be required to finance the pro- 
cess of restoration. 

While France, “for many months 
the main battlefield of Liberty and 
right,” will draw upon her every re- 
source and those of her colonies to 
mobilize that vast sum, the com- 
missioner stated, she chiefly looks 
for asgistance from the allies. 

What Tardieu Asks. 

From America, Tardieu continued, 
making public, as he said, represen- 
tations which hh. had presented to 
the administration at Washington, 
France asks for a contribution of la- 
bor by American troops now on her 
soil; for credits to the extent of 50 
per cent of her réconstruction pur- 
chases in this country for raw ma- 
terials, railroad rolling stock and ag- 
ricultural and industrial tools, and 
for diversion of part of the emer- 
gency fleet to the uses of French 
commerce. 

In explaining these needs to the 
American Government, the commis- 
sioner said he was given a -welcome 
by which I was deeply moved.” 

While France will exact restitution 
for German depredations, Tardieu 
asserted, speed in the reconstruction 
is imperative and ‘‘America, on ac- 
count of her immense capability for 
production, ought to give us the first 
help.” 

The French Commissioner’s ap- 
peal to Americans was made in an 
address before the Association of 
Foreign Press Correspondents. ' In- 
troduced by Frank Dilnot of London, 
president of the organization, Tar- 
dieu attributed the allied victory to 
“the work of our soldiers and civil- 
ian populations” and to the “loyal, 
wise and skillful policy by means of 
which President Wilson enabled the 
allies and America in answer to the 
German request to determine in full 
liberty our conditions of armistice.” 


French Lost 2,500,000 Men. 


He continued: “France has lost 
2,500,000 men. Some are dead, some 
are maimed; some have returned 
sick and incapacitated from German 
prisons. Whether they be lost alto- 
gether, or whether their working ca- 
pacity be permanently reduced, they 
will not participate in this recon- 
struction. 

“The fifteenth part of our people 
is missing at the very time we need 
all our material and moral forces in 
erder to build up our life again. 

“The younger, stronger part of 
our nation, the flower of France, has 
died on the battlefields. Our coun- 
try has been bereft of its most pre- 
cious resources. 

“Our war expenses, 120,000,000,000 
francs ($24,000,000,000) are weigh- 
ing heavily on our shoulders. To 
pay off this debt, there are at hand 
only such limited resources as inva- 
sion has left us. The _ territories 
which have been under German oc- 
cupation for four years were the 
wealthiest part of France. Their 
area did not exceed 6 per cent of 
the whole country. They paid, how- 
ever, 25 per cent of the sum total 
of our taxes. 


Industrial Disaster Complete, 


“The industrial disaster is com- 
plete. The districts occupied by the 
Germans and whose machinery has 
been methodically destroyed or tak- 
en away by the enemy, were, indus- 
trially speaking, the very heart of 
France. They were the very back- 
bone of our production. 

‘Plants, machinery, mines—noth- 
ing is left. Everything has been car- 
ried away or destroyed by the ene- 
my. So complete is the destruction 
that, in the case of our great coal 
| mines in the north, two years of 
_ work will be needed before a single 
(ton of coal can be extracted, and 10 
| years before the output is brought 
_ back to the figures of 1913. 
| “France will be equal to the ef- 
fort. But. resolute as she is to do by 
herself everything she herself can 
\do, France also deems it fair that, 
/having been for so many months the 
main battlefield of liberty and right. 
she should now be helped in her 
effort, and she prides herself in 
trusting fully the spirit of solidarity 
of those of her allies who have not 
been invaded. 

First Need Is Labor. 

“To you Americans let mé say that 
we want, first, immediate assistance 
in the matter of labor. We hope 
that, during the preparation and the 
carrying of the transportation of 
your troops back to’ America, your 
technical, as well as other units, with 
their equipment, will be able to co- 
operate in that effort. » 

“We soon will have to carry out a 
colossal work of transportation in 
view of the supplying of the regions 
evacuated by the enemy, of the re- 
construction of the railroads in 
Northern and Eastern France and in 
Alsace-Lorraine.

ERZBERGER A PLOTTER 


Deputy Attorney-General Tells 
Activities of Head of | 
Peace Delegates.

NEW YORK, Nov. %—Dr. Mathias 
Erzberger, head of the German dele- 
gation sent to confer with Marshal 
Foch on the armistice terms, belongs 
to the same old “gang” that tried to 
put over German defeatist propa- 
ganda in Italy dnd France, accord- 
ing to a statement by Alfred L. 
Becker, Deputy State Attorney- 
General. The statement dealt with 
testimony taken ‘here for the French 
Government in the treason cases of 
Bolo Pasha and Senator Humbert of 
France. 


Germany is loudly proclaiming her 
“democratization, she has sent on 
the present important mission the 
great propagandist who, with Von 
Jagow, former German Foreign 
Minister, arranged for the disburse- 
ment of funds in Italy and France 
to purchase newspapers and influ- 
ence political leaders, 
Becker’s Informants. 

According to Becker he estab- 
lished Dr. Erzberger's connection 
with the .defeatist plot partly 
through Prince Noufeddin Viora of 


a year ago, after having married 
Mrs. Helen Kelly Thomas of Paris, 
and partly through Salih Gourdji, 
former head of the Ottoman Tele- 
graphic News Agency in Constanti-

“In November 1915,” said Becker 
“Erzberger and Von Jagow reached 
the conclusion that Hilmi was 
grafter and Erzberger went to Lu- 
cerne and called on Hilmi. Up to 
then Hilmi had had 6,000,000 marks 
for propaganda purposes. Two mil- 
lions of this had gone to Bolo;
